The type font that you're reading has no 
"greater-than" sign. So whenever we want 
to typeset a ">", we have to cut-and- 
paste it in. One day, one of our 
programmers, who shall remain 
nameless (his mother never named 
him), claimed that as long as you 
are dealing with positive num- 
bers, you can substitute a minus 
sign for a greater-than sign, and 
your Applesoft program will still work! 
Our font does have a "-", but is he right? 

BRUN A PICTURE? 

Beginners will often see a hi-res picture in 
a disk directory and try to Brun it instead 
of Bload it. The picture Bloads alright, but 
crashes you into the monitor. To remedy 
this, Bsave a 96 ($60) onto the beginning 
of a picture. So instead of a normal Bsave: 

BSAVE PIC, A$2000, L$2000 
do a Poke and then Bsave: 

POKE 8191, 96 

BSAVE PIC, AS1FFF, LS2000 
Now if you BRUN PIC, PIC simply Bloads! 




CALL1 

This tip doesn't always work and it could 
be dangerous, so open those drive doors 
and give it a try. Instead of typing "CALL 
-151" to enter the monitor, type "CALL1" 
instead. If it works, you crash into the moni- 
tor (that's where you wanted to be, right?). 
And just think, you've eliminated three 
keystrokes, a whopping 37Vi% savings. 
Think of the spare time you'll have!

Turn your portable radio on and place it against one side of 
your Apple's monitor. Now try the other side. You'll proba- 
bly notice that one side creates more static. If we were you, 
we'd keep our disks away from the noisy side. 

VERIFY WHAT? 

Type "VERIFY" followed by afilename. This proves that the 
file exists on the disk. Now type "VERI FY" with no filename. 
This proves you're not using an IBM PC. 

COMMAND CRUNCHER

sages that make sense? Well, POKE 48646, 44 should give 
you a chuckle. It makes every non-DOS command print an 
error message (of sorts). Type "PRINT', for example, or 
your name.
